Halt was sitting, and Bishop 
had fallen forward into his lap. The carriage, which was cut in the 
roof and much injured, was brought into the goods shed ; but both 
the men had been killed instantaneously, and their brains were scat- 
tered about. A large fragment of the tire lay in the carriage, but 
the express train went on to London with the damaged wheel, after 
sppearng to stop a short time before it came to the bridge. He had 
never before known the tire of a wheel to break, though he had been 
on the line for seven years. James Almond, engine-driver of the 
Queen, which drew the express, said, I saw the fire fly from the tire 
and the splasher, which is the brass cap to the wheel, and I put my 
back to the dome and sawthe other carriage broken on the down 
train. I did not see the pieces of the tire fly trom the wheel. I did 
not know exactly what it was that had happened, and could perceive 
no difference in the running ; but in about two minutes, seeing that 
the tire was gone, l stopped. Afterwards we went up to London at 
a diminished speed of fifteen or twenty miles an hour. I have seen 
the pieces of the tire, which are made partly of steel and partly of 
iron. 1 have observed the fractures, and though the outside appeared 
good, the inside does not look sound. ‘There is no means that [ 
know of, besides that of sight, for ascertaining how much of the tire 
is bad. No accident of the kind has ever happened before to that 
engine; but about seven months ago the whole tire of the Bellona 
broke off in five pieces. That case was similar to the present, and I 
reported it to the foreman at Swindon. We were asked if we ran 
against anything, and we answered not. We always examine the 
engine ourselves in every part of it before starting, and on arte 
at the end of our trip, and if there is anything wrong we report it. 
did so in the present case examine the wheels and the springs, as is 
my invariable custom. After a tire is once placed on the wheel, we 
have no means of ascertaining whether it is sound or not. Mr. 
George Withe Daniel, surgeon, residing at Southall, and passenger 
in the four o’clock down train, proved that the deaths of the deceased 
were instantaneous, and had been caused by the injuries they had re- 
ceived from the immense piece of iron which fell on them. As no 
decision was come to at a late hour, the coroner adjourned the inquest 
to half-past ten o'clock on Monday next. 

Guiastonsury. — On Friday last, the son of widow Tazewell, of 
Walton, near Glastonbdurv, having been shooting small birds, brought 
home his gun loaded, and hung it up in its usual place, first taking 
off the cap. He then went out, and another son, a boy about ten 
years of age, in the absence of his mother, having taken down the 

un and placed another cap upon it, on his mother’s return, said, 
& Mother, 1 am going to pop the candle out,” and immediately fired. 
The whole of the charge lodged in the body of his unfortunate 
parent, just below the breast; she uttered one moan and died, leaving 
eight orphan children to deplore the loss of an affectionate and be- 
loved mother. 

Mancuester. — It is a remarkable fact, that, notwithstanding a 
large intlux of Irish paupers and mendicants into this town during 
the last few weeks, they have scarcely at all applied for relief to the 
board of guardians to this union. During the present week only 
seventeen Irish families have applied to the board, who have resided 
in Manchester for a shorter period than three months. Perhaps this 
fact may be accounted for by the vigilant and careful inquiries which 
the guardians cause to be made into the circumstances of every ap- 
plicant, and to their invariably requiring labour in return for relief, 
from all who seem capable of performing it. 

BRIGHTON Rarrway.—On Tuesday, about noon, a very shocking 
accident happened on the Brighton Railway, near the Stoat’s Nest 
station, a few miles beyond Croydon. It appears that the signals on 
'each side of the line are attended to by one man, and having signalled 
an upetrain, he proceeded to cross the permanent way to the opposite 
side, to signal the eleven o'clock mail train from London, which he 

oe roaching. The unfortunate man, however, it is evident, must 

9 ve PP scalculated the distance, for ere he could clear the rails, the 
Aers of the engine struck him with fearful violence, and hurled 
‘him some distance. He was immediately conveyed to Guy's Hospi- 
tal, in a very dangerous condition, and was not expected to survive 
the night. His skull is fractured, and his body otherwise much in- 
ee Ham.—A house in this town, very extensively engaged in 
the continental, but more especially in the Spanish trade, has just 
suspended payment. Its engagements are yet unknown, but they 
are, by those most likely to be well-informed upon the subject, sup- 
osed to be to a large amount. A composition has been ottered, but 
as been declined by many of the creditors. The firm is one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest, in Birmingham, and held the agency for the 
Copper Company. Henderson's house, of Wolverhampton, largely 
engaged in the tin plate manufacture, has also closed. Its liabilities 
are said to exceed 50,0007. 

Leeps.—On Friday last a coroner’s inquest was held, touching the 
death of David Anderson, a farmer's labourer, who was killed on the 
Leeds and Bradford Railway, under the following circumstances. 
The management of the company being impugned, Mr. Blanchard, 
a barrister, appeared to watch the evidence on its behalf. On the 
morning of the 15th instant, five carts, each drawn by one horse, 
were despatched from Rawdon to Gilderstone for coals. They had 
to pass over the Leeds and Bradford Railway at Calverley, which at 
that part crosses the public road on a level. The gates on each side 
of the line were open, and no parties were in attendance to watch 
them, ‘The morning was exceedingly dark and foggy, and the usual 
signals were not exhibited. Four ot the carts passed over in safety, 
and on the last one, whicn was in charge of the deceased, getting on 
the crossing, an engine and train was seen approaching, and, ere the 
vehicle could be got over, the engine struck the horse, killed it on the 
spot, drove the cart some di:tance, and frightfully injured the de- 
ceased, who was seated on the top of it. He survived the occurrence 
but a few hours. ‘The Leeds station-master informed the court that 
two men, named Smith and Morrison, had charge of the gate at the 
Calverley level crossing. They only watched it during the day, from 
half-past five o'clock in the morning until half-past ten at night, If 
they had been on duty, and knew that a train was approaching, 
the gate would have been closed. It further appeared that engine- 
drivers, on nearing crossings, were directed to sound the steam-whistle 
and slacken speed. If such had been done, the deplorable accident 
in all probability would not have happened. The jury found a ver- 
dict of “ Manslaughter against the engine-driver, James Gee,” accom- 
panying it with an expression of opinion, that the company had 
shown great carelessness in the management of the crossing at the 
Calveriey Bridge station, On the previous day an inquest was held 
on a labourer, who was killed on the same line in the Thackley 
‘Tunnel. 

Awrut Casuauty at Sra. — Liverroor. —A great gloom has 
been cast on this town, by the intelligence received on Wednesday by 
the Lady Falkland, arrived at this port from New Orleans, which 
vessel, on the 18th inst., fell in with the New York packet-ship Co- 
lumpia, in distress, having on the 13th lost overboard the Captain 
(Rathbone), first and second mates, five seamen, and a boy, while 
scudding in a heavy gale. The Lady Falkland put her mate on 
board, to navigate the Columbia. Captain Rathbone was well known 
and highly respected in this place, and his unhappy fate is deeply 
Jamented. He formerly commanded the packet-ship Oxford. 

This morning a dreadful fire broke out in the spacious premises 
belonging to Mr. Challener, Mason Street, which destroyed build- 
ings and other property to a very considerable amount. It seems to 
have originated in a wooden shed used by Mr. Challener as a place 
of temporary deposit for flour. The alarm was instantly conveyed 
to the fire-station, but in the meantime the high wind which pre- 
vailed speedily ignited the adjacent property. From the wooden 
shed, the flames were carried across a yard to Mr. Challener’s stable, 
which was burned down ; and we regret to add that a fine horse which 
was in the stable was also burned to a cinder. The fire next com- 
municated with Mr. Challener's large warehouse. This fine build- 
ing was entirely gutted. The roof, joists, and floors gave Way at an 
early period, and nothing now remains but the bare walls. The pro- 
perty consumed in, this building was to a very great amount. The 
fire next communicated with a fine warehouse belonging to Mr. 
Booth, and this warehouse, together with the whole of its contents, 
has likewise been destroyed, the bare walls only are standing., A 
second warehouse, belonging to Mr. Booth, and a large warehouse 
belonging to Messrs. Lodge and Pritchard, both took fire, but owing 
to the vigorous exertions of the firemen they were only partially 


damared, A small dwelling-house adjoining Mr. Challener’s ware- 
house was also on ire for a snort time, and its preservation is entirely 
O icy u u © citurts of the firemen. Mr. Challener was insured in 
the Star Office, and no doubt Mr. Booth is also insured. Several 
cngines are still engaged in playing upon the smouldering pile. No 
eorrect estimate can as yet be formed of the value of the property 
destroyed, but doubtless it will amount to several thousand pounds. 
Guitprorv.—On Wednesday last the;Hon. Henry Addington, son 
of Lord Sidmouth, committed suicide at his father’s residence, near 
Guildford. It appears that the unfortunate young man (whose age 
is only twenty-four years) has for some time past been labouring 
under mental aberration, his malady being considered to be the result 
ofa fever caught in the island of Corfu while on military service. 
On the 9th inst., by the recommendation of his medical attendants, 
he was placed under the surveillance of a keeper. The coroner for 
West Surrey (J. C. Wood, Esq.) held an inquest on the body on 
Friday, atthe Drummond Arms, Aldbury. From the evidence of 
George Collins, the keeper referred to, it appeared that on the morn- 
ing of Wednesday, while shaving the deceased,the earnestly solicited to 
let him take the razor and shave himself, which of course was re- 
fused. Some time after deceased proceeded to his bedroom, the 
keeper watching him, but not following him. Entering, however, 
shortly afterwards, he saw deceased suspended to the bedstead by a 
black silk handkerchief. Notwithstanding prompt assistance, de-- 
ceased never rallied. The jury returned a verdict of insanity.

Farat Cotriery Accipent.— An accident occurred at Gosforth 
Colliery, near Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on Monday, by which three 
young men were killed, and an overman, named Champlay, much 
injured, The men, it appears, were working the “ broken,” and had 
removed jnearly the whole of the pillar of coal without putting in 
props suflicient to support the roof, which fell and buried the three 
workmen in the ruins. The overman was attempting to leave the 
place, when a portion of the roof fell upon his foot, and threw him 
down, but he contrived to drag himself out, and shouted for assist- 
ance. A party of hewers who were at work in another part of the 
mine, hastened to the spot, distinctly heard the groans of one of the 
men, but were unable to reach him for some time. On clearing 
away the rubbish the three were found dead, but not much muti- 
lated, so that it is supposed their death was caused by suffocation. 
The men had been warned that the roof was dangerous, but having 


only two or three corves of coal to remove, they persisted in working 
till the catastrophe occurred. 


Wican.—The chimney which has been com 
months, was commenced by Mr. Dobb nearly four years ago, for the 
use of his extensive chemical works. Its progress since that time has 
been gradual; but its completion was effected a few months ago, 
when it had reached the great height of upwards of 400 feet, or about 
134 yards, and the event was duly celebrated. Shortly however, 
afterwards, an indentation of one side near the top was observed, and 
which was watched daily, when a very apparent deviation from the 
perpendicular had taken place, and the base slightly parted from one 
side of the excavation, A further inclination being observed, the 
advice of a civil engineer of Manchester was obtained, and we believe 
he recoinmended a portion of the top being taken down, and the work 
was commenced, and continued until the day of its fall. For some 
time past a further sinking of the base nad been observed, and 
a series of stays were being constructed to place round it. But all 
the measures were without avail. It fell on Thursday afternoon 
across the canal, and extends for the length of a field beyond it. 
I'he passage of boats on the canal is stopped until jit can be 
cleared, and active measures are now being carried on for the pur- 


ose. We believe this is the third chimney which has fallen on 
Ir. Dobb's premises. 
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SCOTLAND. 


DEATH or A WOMAN WHO RENDERED GOOD SERVICE TO THE STATE. 
—Died at Kilburn, on Sunday last, in herseventy-sixth year, Amelia 
Barber. She had six sons in the Grenadier Guards, who served to- 
gether in the Peninsular war. Four of these veterans survive their 
mother. The Duke of York granted her a pension of 3s. a-week, 
which was continued by the Duke of Wellington up to the time of 
her decease. 

Distress IN ZETLAND. —Joseph Leask, Esq., senior magistrate of 
Lerwick, has received a communication from Arthur Anderson, 
Esq., London, to the effect that, having observed that the application 
from the heritors of Zetland to the Treasury, for a grant to make 
roads, had not been acceded to, and that therefore, to relieve the dis- 
tress now fell upon private efforts, he (Mr. Anderson) was “ prepared 
to make an outlay to the extent of 3000/., if required, in such a man- 
ner as will best stimulate the fishermen to active, steady exertion in 
the prosecution of the winter and spring fisheries, particularly the 
cod fishing, and to secure to them the most liberal remuneration that 
the market will afford for the produce of their labour,” Mr. Ander- 
son desired Mr. Leask’s opinion early on the practicability of the 
suggestion, and also intimated that he had connected himself with 
the London subscription, and hoped to obtain some aid for Shetland. 

ABERDEEN.—A food riot took place in Aberdeen on Friday, the 
22d inst. The unemployed met in the neighbourhood of the town, 
carrying with them a black flag, and after moving certain resolutions, 
a deputation was sent to the magistrates, who with the concurrence of 
the principal. corn merchants told them that shipments of grain 
would, in the mean time, be suspended. Throughout the day there 
was much excitement, and special constables were sworn in. ‘Towards 
evening a flour cart was attacked, windows broken, and the police 
pelted with stones, but the latter having made a sally, about fifty 
men, “and a great number of women,” were secured, which ulti- 
mately led to peace. 

Mra Rior ar Macpurr.—The greatest excitement prevails at 
all the shipping ports in this neighbourhood, in consequence of the 
enormous shipments of grain which have been taking place for some 
weeks past, and the rapid advance in the price of food. The quan- 
tities shipped at Portsoy, Macduff, Fraserburgh, &c., as well as at 
Banff, for the last two months, have been unexampled; whilst the 
price of meal has risen from 18s, to 30s. per boll; oats to 40s. ; and 
barley to 50s, per quarter. Friday se’nnight a formidabie mob as- 
sembled at Macduff, to prevent the shipment of a quantity of meal 
and grain which had arrived in carts, and for the time they succeeded. 
They placed a high barricade of railway sleepers, found upon the 
beach, across the way to the vessels, and stripped off one of her sails 
to prevent her going to sea, On Saturday, the magistrates called a 
public meeting in the town hall to consider the‘matter, at which a large 
committee was appointed to confer again with the magistrates on 
Monday forenoon, The same disposition to prevent shipment is 
manifested at Banff and elsewhere, but we have heard of no farther 
aggressive Measures being adopted. 

Curtinc.—Scotland’s ancient game has been much indulged in by 
our northern countrymen. Several excellent matches have been 
played during the past week between rival clubs and rival villages. 
On Tuesday, the 29d inst., a long-talked of affair between the East 
Linton and Dalkeith clubs came off on Gladonmuir Pond, for a Ca- 
ledonian medal. James Balfour, Esq., M.P., a first-rate young 
player, headed the Linton men, whilst the veteran Lowrie led the 
Dalkeith players, After a keen contest of three hours’ duration, vic- 
tory declared in favour of the Dalkeith club by fifteen shots, An- 
other match was played on ‘Thursday, the 20th, between the players 
of Auchinleek village and of the parish. The parties met on the 
locks in the neighbourhood, belonging to Sir John Boswell, After 
an animated contest, the “chiels” of the ancient parish beat their 
village opponents by 48 shots, 


IRELAND. 


MURDER AND ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. — On the 21st inst., as Mr. 
Edward Wayland, of Ballywalter, pay-clerk of the district, accom- 
panied by two policemen, was going up the mountains, above Tu- 
reen, Tipperary, to pay the poor people working on the road, they 
were suddeuly attacked by six armed men with their faces blackened. 
The assassins fired, and shot one of the police dead sitting by Mr. 
Wayland’s side on the car. A desperate scuffle ensued, the robbers 
trying to get the money; but I am happy to say they were disap- 
pointed, The money is safe. Mr. Wayland discharged his pistols, 
but cannot say if they took effect. 

Rereat Assoctation.—Another “positively last appearance this 
season” of the star of Conciliation Hall failed in drawing a full 
house to-day. Mr. O'Connell was present, and, on the authority of 
a Mr. William Thomas Kelly, a member of the association, read out 
the names of several landlords in the county of Mayo who, according 
to Mr. Kelly, had obtained decrees against their tenants at the late 
quarter sessions for the rent only due in November last. ‘These 
were the gentlemen who were calling the government to come for- 
ward, although they themselves would render no assistance, even if 
Geath were to be the consequence of their hardheartedness. lt was 
arranged that the committee should meet on the following day, to 
prepare a petition to Parliament upon the subject from Mr. Kelly, 
in order to have commissioners appointed to point out the good from 
the bad landlords through the country, so as to enable the legislature 
to treat each case as it deserved. It was announced that Mr. O’Fla- 
herty, of Knockbane, is to be the “ Old Ireland” candidate for Gal- 
way, in succession to Sir Valentine Blake, whose resignation is no 
Jonger a matter of doubt. At the Corn as well as the Stock Ex- 
change there was a serious fall in the funds, the rent having closed 
at 15/. 16s. 11d. Mr. O’Connell started for London on ‘Tuesday 
last. The ship is sinking. 

Irish Distnrterestepness, —A meeting of the Dublin distillers 
was held on Monday, Sir John Power in the chair, when the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted : — 


That the meeting jhave seen with the greatest alarm the proposition of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, made in the House of Commons on Friday last, to 
reduce the duties on West India rum imported into Ireland to 3s. 2d. per gallon 
—a measure which, if carried into effect, will prove utterly ruinous to the Irish 
distillery trade, and most prejudicial to the landholders, farmers, and traders of 
this country, and to every interest connected therewith. 


That any measure of a temporary nature calculated to meet the exigencies of 
the present time, however inconvenient it might prove to the trade, would be 
cheerfully received and submitted to by the Irish distillers; but that the measure 
now proposed does not contemplate any such effect, but is solely calculated per- 
manently to injure, if not totally extinguish, the manufacture of spirits in this 
country. 

Tue Sours. — The Cork papers contain the details of nine in- 
quests held in one day in the court-house of Bantry, in each of 
which verdicts of “ Death by destitution” were returned. The town 
and neighbourhood of Bantry now equal in destitution the neigh- 
bouring district of Skibbereen, The poor in Bandon are also in a 
pitiable state. 

Tue West.—From Galway the intelligence is melancholy enough. 
In Connemara, according to the Rev. Mr. D'Arcy, a Protestant 
clergyman, and connected with one of the largest properties of that 
district, the condition of the people is most deplorable. From Gal- 
way let us proceed to Sligo. ‘The aspect of things is not more 
pleasant. I find in the “Sligo Champion” that five inquests have 
been held in the course of the week, in which, after medical examin- 
ation, verdicts of death by starvation were returned. Moreover, I 
find that of 1200 inmates of the workhouse, 400 are under medical 
treatment. 

Tue Grain MARKET. — As was anticipated yesterday, the corn 
market this day showed a further tendency downwards, and prices of 
all kinds of grain receded from Friday’s quotations. Wheat and 
oats declined 1s, per barrel; oatmeal and flour, 6d. to 1s. per cwt. 
Sales dull, and better supplies. ‘I'he factors appear to have made up 
their minds for a still greater reaction. ‘The 4ib. loaf (best quality) 
remains at 104d 

Latest FROM SKIBBEREEN, — The following is a passage of a letter 
addressed to Mr. Blake, of Cork, by Dr. Crowley, of Skibbereen, 
dated January 22. : — “ Deaths here are daily increasing. Dr. Do- 
novan and I are just this moment, after returning from the village of 
South Reen, where we had to bury a body ourselves that was eleven 
days dead; and where do you think? In a kitchen garden. We 
had to dig the ground, or rather the hole, ourselves; no one would 
come near us, the smell was so intolerable. We are half dead from 
the work lately imposed on us. It is now, as l write, eleven o'clock 
at night, and I have not as yet dined.” zu 

Tue Cork Workuousrs. — A great meeting of the citizens of 
Cork was held on Saturday last, when, according to the “ Ex- 
aminer,” it was clearly proved, by every speaker who alluded to the 
condition of the house, that it was impossible, consistently with due 
regard to the health of the present inmates, and indeed the safety of 
the city, to admit of a further accession to the numbers now within 
the walls of the workhouse and the old house of industry, namely,

WALES. 

A Case or DratH on THe Mounraryxs near Rhymney Irou 
Works is recorded in the Welsh papers. A person named John 
Richards, a collier, residing at Bedwelty, Monmouthshire, had to go 
to Caven-coedycymer, near Merthyr Tydvil, on Saturday, to Procure 
advice for his wife, who was exceedingly ill, On his return home, 
the weather being foggy and dark, he lost his way by coming over the 
mountain, which ended in the loss of his life. “His family took no 
particular notice of his absence till Sunday evening, when they be- 
came anxious about him; they thought that he remained over the pre- 
vious night with some acquaintances at Merthyr. However, search 
was made for him on Monday all day, but to no effect. On Tuesday 
all the collieries in the immediate neighbourhood suspended work, 
and the men united together, to the number of from 700 to 800, in 
order to make a more strict and active search after him. Nearly op- 
posite Penybank they found him lying on the ground, with his hand 
as if he had been putting it in his pocket. There was 1s. 6d. by his 
side on the ground, and 9s. in his trousers pocket. The medicine 
bottle was in_his waistcoat pocket; his hat was at a little distance 
from him. He seemed to have been dead since the previous Satur- 
day night. He was carried home by the multitude, and was interred 
on the Thursday following at Salem, where he had been a member. 
He was a very sober and industrious person. He has left a widow 
and five children to deplore his loss. An inquest was held on view 
of the body, when a verdict of “ Accidental death ” was returned.

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THE CAPTURE OF TAMPICO. 


The capture of the town and harbour of Tampico, in the Gulf of 
Mexico, has been one of the most effective and important blows the 
Americans have struck during the present war with Mexico. It was a 
bloodless affair, and the dispatch announcing it is curious on that 
account. War would be a polite business if the transfer of states and 
towns took place with as little disturbance to current affairs as was 
experienced in Tampico on its being taken possession of by Commo- 
dore Connor. ‘The following is the dispatch alluded to: — 


United States steamer Spitfire, before the town of Tampico, 
November 14. 1846, 

Sir, >I have the honour to inform the department that I entered the river of 
Tampiéo this morning, with all the small vessels of the squadron, and a strong 
detachment of seamen and marines from the Cumberland, Mississippi, St. bert fe 
Princeton, and Porpoise. On my arrival at the city, I was met by a deputation 
from the eitizens, offering the surrender of the place, on the condition that their 
laws, institutions, and property should be respected. 1 will hold the place as 
long as possible. Its Importance requires that a garrison of 500 or 600 men 
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should be sent to occupy it as soon as possible. To obtain this object I have 
dispatched Commodore Perry to Matamoras, to make arrangements with General 
Pattison to have a force without delay. As I deem it important the Mississippi 
should sail without delay, I defer a more particular statement to another oppor- 
tunity. Ihave the honour to be, your obedient servant,

On Wednesday last the Zenobia packet ship arrived at Liverpool, 
and brought the latest intelligence from Tampico, which is now held 
by Colonel Gates with 12c0 men. An attack, it was understood. 
would shortly be made on the town by a body of Mexicans, 3000 
strong, stationed at Tula, a town eighty miles distant from Tampico. 
A gentleman lately arrived at New Orleans from thence, states that 
the town was attacked on the 16th} December, but after some firing the 
enemy retired. This is, perhaps, the foundation of the last report 
from this place which has reached New York, that Tampico had been 
actually attacked by a body of 7000 cavalry, but the assailants had 
been repulsed. e oar observe, however, that cavalry are not 
generally the character of the force employed upon such a service. 
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FASHIONS. 


The fashions in Paris still preserve the air of those which were 
brought out for the fete of New Year’s Day, and for the month of 
January. Turbans of white and gold, a la Isabey, a la Jeiive, are 
much worn for evening toilette, also the Napolitaine coiffure, with the 
bonnet princesse, have been much seen at the Tuileries. For even- 
ing dresses, coloured rich satins, with Honiton lace flounces or tunics 
of the same lovely rich fabric, the corsage covered with lace, the 
sleeve very short, dresses of gaze de soie, with five flounces of gold 
blonde, and rich velvet dresses, are much in vogue. Petticoats of 
coloured and white tulle are stillin repute for the costume de bal, 
festooned with garlands of flowers. Evening dress at this moment 
consists of the richest materials, diamonds aud pearls being intro- 
duced into garnitures. There is no perceptible change in morning 
dresses, They are embroidered with gimp, and richly trimmed 
fringes, furs, and lace. Dresses of elegant and rich materials, very 
simple, are most generally approved, 
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Ixpta.—An extraordinary express arrived on Saturday with Indian 
papers and letters. The following is a summary of the news since 
the last arrival ;— i $ 

The Punjaub remains tranquil, and the British army, it is said, will 
march in the course of the present week from Lahore, falling back 
on Ferozepore. It is probable for some time to come a strong force 
will be maintained at our principal frontier stations. Just as it was 
supposed the most satisfactory conclusion had been attained, it is 
stated that unquestionable evidence has transpired of there having 
been an understanding betwixt the Rajah Lall Singh, wuzeer at Lahore, 
and Shaik Emaum-ood-deen, the Cashmerian insurgent leader, with 
the purpose of keeping Goolab Singh from taking possession of his 
new dominion, Should this prove well grounded it will materially 
affect the concluding portion of our arrangements. Lord Hardinge 
is still within our lately acquired dominions, in progress to the west- 
ward, 

Lord Gough has by this time left Simla for Umballa; he not in- 
tending at present to visit the Jullunder Doab. ‘The lieutenant- 
governor of the north-west provinces was last heard of at Nusser 
abad, in progress to Ajmere. Sir George Pollock has returned from 
the Cape to Calcutta, and the legislative council of India, dormant 
during his absence, is once more in a state of activity. Some most 
extraordinary instances of gambling in opium have occurred in the 
course of the month. ‘The Bombay bargains are usually made con- 
tingently on Calcutta quotations of the government sales. Govern- 
ment have made it a subject of special notification, and large for- 
tunes depend on the results. 

Our intelligence from Scinde is scanty. None of the military 
movements formerly announced have as yet occurred, though the 
withdrawal of seven regiments is known to have been determined 
on; a breach of confidence in the subordinate military department 
having enabled the relief recommended to be published before it had 
obtained the sanction of government. 

No authentic intelligence has as 
likely to be governor of Bombay. Lord Dalhousie and Lord Elgin 
are both spoken of. Considenbie sickness prevails in different parts 
of the country, though not of a very fatal kind. The weather was 
becoming cool and pleasant. 

The late arrival of the two past mails from England has created 
considerable confusion in Indian arrangements. They did not reach 
till the 7th, a succession of accidents having kept them ten days be- 
hind their time, ‘he mail of the 7th of Noveinber had not been 
signalled on the 15th of December. 
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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 

Jamaica, Dec. 24.—Governor Sir C. Grey arrived at Kingston in 
the steamer Hermes on the 20th of December. He was, as is always 
the case with new governors, warmly received. ‘The “ Morning 
Journal” of next day remarked that he “ appears to be a straight- 
forward. looking person.” 

A deficiency in the coffee crop was apprehended, In Manchester 
parish it was not believed that the crop would exceed 1500 tierces — 
not half of the crop of the preceding year. Ever since emancipation 
this crop has been diminishing: ten or twelve years back the yield in 
Manchester averaged from eight to ten thousand tierces yearly, 

Trixmap, Dec, 21. — A smart shock of an earthquake was felt at 
Port of Spain, at 10 r.m. on Thursday, the 17th of Dec. The “ Tri- 
nidad Standard” merely remarks that it was “ of unusually long du- 
ration.” The“ ‘Trinidad Spectator” says, “ It lasted a considerable 
time, commencing with a slight tremulous motion, but becoming 
pretty strong as itdrew near the end. We trust it will be the last 
this year,” 

Honpuras.—In the “ Jamaica Journal” is the following para- 
graph, which affords room to hope that measures are being taken to 
reform the disgraceful state of the police at Belize, exposed on the 
trial of Mr. Symmons and Lieut. Connolly: — “ We learn fromm the 
best authority that the inspector-general of police has received an 
application from his excellency the superintendent of Honduras, for 
six men of the Jamaica police, to form part of the police of the town 
of Belize, and on the following terms, viz.:—one sergeant at 120/, ; 
one corporal at 80/. ; four privates at 50/. per annum each, The’six 
men are to be provided with food and station, likewise two jackets 
each, perannum. ‘The body to be dressed entirely in the uniform of 
the Jamaica police.” 

Gurana.—lIt is reported that a resolution has passed the Court of 
Policy, to introduce a copper coinage of the value of one or two 
cents. At present there is no coin of less value in the colony than 
2d. sterling. 

On the night of the 17th inst., at three minutes before eleven o’clock, 
a shock of an earthquake was felt, which, though not smart, was yet 
sufficient to arouse most persons in alarm from their beds. ‘The vi- 
bration seemed to proceed from east to west; but, as usual on such 
occasions, there is some difference of opinion on this point. We 
may soon possibly hear something further of our unwelcome visitor 
from some of the neighbouring islands. 

Barnanors, Dec. 21, — Governor Reid landed on the morning of 
the 8th of December. On the 16th it was announced that he was to 
proceed on a visit to Tobago, the state of which island certainly calls 
for his prompt attention, His departure was postponed till the 23d. 
We doubt whether Sir Charles Grey ever visited any other island in- 
cluded in his government than Barbadoes. A writer in the “ Globe” 
(the official journal of Barbadoes) says of the late governor: “ In 
his general politics he may have been a theorist, and his theories were 
sometimes little better than crochets. His schemes for improve- 
ment, whether they were agricultural or architectural, may have been 
wild and visionary. But, whether he was conversing privately on the 
irrigation of the island from a reservoir on the top of Mount Hillaby, 
or dilating in a speech to the legislature on the advantages of a fine 
terrace from the Mole Head acr.ss the Bay, he seldom gave one the 
idea that he was in earnest, and was always amusing. dg 

Sr. Lucta.—On the 17th of Dec., the council decided in the affir- 
mative the question whether a salary of 1200/. should be raised for a 
permanent lieutenant-governor. ‘The “ Palladium” justly observes, 
that little will be gained by this increased expense, inasmuch as it 
leaves the island still a dependency of Barbadoes and a “ Crown 
colony.” 

Cave or Goon Horr. — Journals from the Cape of Good Hope 
have arrived. The dates are Cape Town, Dec. 2. ; Graham's Town, 
Nov. 24. 

‘Tue Sear or Wan,—The truce having been extended, was to ter- 
minate on the 28th of November. The “ Frontier 'limes” of the 
24th of that month publishes a summary of the arrangements in con- 
templation for the settlement of the Kaffir disturbanzes. They are 
in brief —1. No Kaffir to be permitted to settle in the neutral terri- 
tory; it is to be inhabited by coloured people of other races, and such 
persons (white we presume) as shall hereafter be permitted to settle 
there. 2, Chumie Hoek, having proved a stronghold of marauders, 
is not to continue part of the neutral territory, but to be annexed to 
the colony. 3. To the east of Chumie Hoek, as far as the Buffalo, 
and from the source of that river to its mouth, is also to be annexed 
to the colony. Kaflirs are to be allowed to remain in this district ; 
but no chieftainship will be recognised among them; they are all to 
be subject to the British magistrates. 4. This tract is to be divided 
into sections, each with a Kaflir authority, analogous to a field- 
cornet; each kraal is to have a headman, responsible for depre- 
dations committed, or connived at, by its inmates; British magis- 
trates, with a military force, to give effect to their decisions, are to 
have authority over both classes of native magistrates, 5. 1f stolen 
cattle are spoored to any kraal, the full value, and enough over to pay 
the expenses of recovery, may at once be seized; if the spoor can be 
traced beyond, the inhabitants of the kraal will be assisted in their 
atiempis to secure the actual thief, but shall be responsible until the 
cattle, or their value, with all expenses, are restored to the owner. 6. 
While due allowance is made for national habits and customs, the 
predominating Jaw within the extended colony shali be British. 7. 
Peace to be seuled on such a basis as shall not restrain our govern- 
meat from causing its officers to enter Kaflirland in search of stolen 
property, and seize it wherever it may be found, 8, Ample garrisons 
to be plied on the frontier along the Buffalo, and patroles kept up 
to prevent invasion,

FOREIGN. 


France.— The disturbances arising from the dearness of provi- 
sions have been insome measure checked in the department of the 
Indre and the central provinces. An émeute broke out at Rouen on 
Friday, in consequence of the embarkation of two ship-loads of po- 
tatoes for England, which was accelerated by the prohibition against 
exportation coming into operation in a day or two. The municipal 
guard and troops of the line soon, however, restored order. 

Thirty-five thousand barrels of American flour arrived at Havre 
during the last two days, being only part of 100,000 barrels expected. 
“ We receive,” says “* Le Journal du Havre,” “ numerous cargoes 
of grain, and our quays are loaded with alimentary provisions. ” 

The cpposition journals say that the despatch, professing to have 
come from Count Nesselrode, disavowing the incorporation of War- 
saw, und produced with so much of a coup du théatre by M. Guizot 
in the House of Peers, was in fact fabricated in Paris by the Russian 
chargé d'affaires, in concert with M.’Guizot himself. 

Advices were received by the government on Sunday last from 
Spain that Montemolinist bands had openly collected in the Basques 
provinces, being supplied with money and arms from England. On 
the receipt of this news, an extraordinary courier was despatched 
from the hotel.of Foreign Affairs to London, with instructions, it 
was said, to th® ambassador in London to demand explanations of 
Lord Palmerston, 

Nosiiry 1N ‘Trouste. — The criminal prisons of La Force and 
the Conciergerie in Paris are at present peopled with almost as 
many nobilityias the Faubourg St: Germain. On the 15th of the 
present month those prisons contained 28 gentlemen, 11 knights of 
the Legion of Ffonour, seven barons, six viscounts, five counts, and 
two marquisseg. 

Srain.—Th@udvices from the northern provinces were alarming. 
The process of recruiting being discordant wich established usages, 
was raising resistance in the Basque provinces and Navarre; at 
Pampeluna the recruits refused to obey the authorities, and being 
summoned to disperse, replied by vociferations against the Queen, 
and acclamations in favour of the Count de Montemolin and Ca- 
brera. Like scenes took place in the other provinces. At Sanguesa 
the authorities were assailed with stones, and the alcalde wounded. 
At Tasella the,recruits could only be dispersed by firing on them; 
at Estella the disorder assumed the character of an insurrection. 
The Spanish ministry has hastened to march troops into the; Basque 
provinces, and has given orders to arrest all emigrés on the frontier. 

Portuaat.—In Lisbon, at the date of the 20th inst., the greatest 
anxiety prevailed as to the result of the war. There was a rumour 
at Vigo that Saldanha had been defeated, but it must have been false, 
as it would otherwise have been heard of at Lisbon on the 20th. 
Saldanha is said to have 9000 well-disciplined men; his movements 
towards Oporto are, however, impeded by bad roads. ‘I'he coalition 
between the Septembrists and the Miguelites had not as yet taken 
place, though distinct proposals have been made. 

rary, — The government of Genoa has just issued a decree by 
which Lombardy maize will now be subject tc a heavy export duty, 
which is about equal to a prohibition. 

Rome.—Letters from Rome of the 14th inst, state that the pope 

preached a sermon on the preceding day, in the Churchof St. Andrea 
della Valle, which had produced the deepest emotion on the auditory. 
It was the first time during the last 300 years that a sovereign pontiff’ 
had ascended the pulpit to address the faithful. “ His address,” 
says a correspondent of the “ Semaphore de Marseilles,” 
Is the subject of every conversation in our capital. This fact has anew re- 
vealed the benignity, talent, instruction, and Christian humility of that sove- 
reign, the most popular in Italy. Pius IX. activel labours to render his people 
happy. The last reforms in the different adinlalitratlón and the tribunals of 
Rome, and the report of the suppression of the dreaded tribunal of the Vica- 
riato, are as many indications of the commencement of a new era fer our popu- 
lation. The year 1847 begins under the most cheering auspices for the political 
situation of this country ; and with a sovereign so Christian and philosophical as 
Pius IX., we have nothing to dread from the enemies of the freedom and pros- 
perity of the Roman dominions. 

Nares. — A letter, dated 15th Jan., says that the excitement 
amongst the populace, at the high price of bread and maccaroni, is 
immense, ‘lhe King has been stopped more than once these last 
few days. It is hardly possible to keep the exportation open much 
longer. Qn the 13th inst., it was said that a decree to close it would 
Ai ae in the evening, but no such decree has appeared up to this 

ate. 

Great misery is prevalent in the Romagna. It is hoped that the 
construction of railways will provide work for the inhabitants. The 
7th Feb, is the day appointed for the different companies to present 
their plans to the secretary of state. 

Grermany,—The raising of the discount of the banks of France 
and England has been severely felt in Frankfort, public securities 
and railway shares having fallen considerably in consequence. The 
news that the Belgian bank has raised its discount to 6 per cent. has 
added tothe general discouragement. ‘his is but momentary, as 
money is abundant, and bilis are discounted at 34 per cent. 

Austria.—There is now no longer a doubt about the official in- 
corporation of the kingdom of Poland with the rest of the Russian 
empire, under the administration of the department of ** Land and 
Water” at St. Petersburgh, An assimilation in respect to taxation 
hus not yet been decreed, The suspension of the incorporation of 
Cracow within the customs’ line of the Austrian states is said to be 
again indefinitely postponed, in consequence of the threat of Prussia 
to establish free marts at Berun and Myslowitz, on the frontiers of 
Galicia, if the incorporation took place. M. de Hummelauer is 
going to Londun, to look after the entente cordiale between Austria 
and Great Britain. 2 

Russia.—The “ St. Petersburgh Journal” of the 15th publishes 
an account of the repulse of an attack upon the Russian fortress of 
Golowin in the Caucasus. The enemy 1s said to have retired after 
sustaining a loss of fifty men. The Russians state their loss at four 
killed and twelve wounded, The Emperor, as a proof of his satis- 
faction at the brilliant defence of the garrison, has promoted some of 
the officers, and granted decorations to some of the privates. Com- 
mittees have been formed in Russia for inquiring into the condition 
of the peasants on the seignorial territories, in order that a statute 
might be prepared for their amelioration. In twenty-five govern- 
ments there are 21,148 landowners, who have not more than twenty- 
five peasants, while others have only a single portion of land without 
peasants, The government has decided upon transplanting these 
reduced nobles to the Jands be onging to the crown in the govern- 
ments of Simbirsk and Tobolks. One of the sons of each family 
will be brought up in the battalions of the military cantons. ‘The 
Empress of Russia, according to accounts from St. Petersburgh, has 
derived so much benefit from her sojourn at Palermo last winter, 
that her Majesty’s health is quite re-established. 

Unirep Srares. — Accounts from Boston to the 5th inst. have 
been received. From Washington we learn that on the 2d inst. the 
House of Representatives, by a vote of 115 to 48, resolved “that it is 
inexpedient to levy any duty on tea and coffee.” The decision of the 
house was given without the slightest debate. 

General Scott left New Orleans for ‘Tampico on the 13th ult. 
Accounts from ‘Tampico rumour that a large body of Mexican 
cavalry had been observed in the vicinity, ‘lhe 3d and 4th Illinois 
Regiments, the Tenessee Reyiment of Cavalry, and other troops, 
were cither about to start or had started from Matamoras en route for 
Tampico vid Moquete. The three regiments together amounted to 
1800 men, Great sickness existed at Matamoras, Several Ame- 
ricans had been murdered on the route to Camargo and Monterey. 
From the latter place we learn, that on the 12th of December, 
General Taylor would start for ‘Tampico, vid Victoria, with one 
division of the army and a portion of a brigade, It was reported 


Victoria. It was reported, also, that Santa Anna had assembled a 
force of 28,00 men at San Luis. The chief, it is said, had ime 
prisoned Ampudia and other officers on a charge of cowardice. 
General Wool remained at Parras, and General Worth at Saltillo. 

Mexico had been again the scene of intestine disturbances. ‘lhe 
state of Tobasco, resenting the neglect with which the central 
Government treated the applications cf the department for assist- 
ance at the time of Commodore Perry’s recent attack upon ‘lobascd, 
had issued a pronunciamento declaring independence. Yucatan 
also, was involved in disturbance. Campeachy had pronounced 
against the reunion of the department with the central Government. 
Havannah advices to the 20th of December had been received. 
They state, that a Yucatecos steamer had managed to enter the 
harbour, in the face of the United States vessel of war cruizing on 
that ground, by hoisting the British flag. 

By the Zenobia from New York, which arrived at Liverpool on 
Wednesday, we have a solitary New York paper of the 6th, her cap- 
tain having only brought one copy. 

The news from Washington is unimportant. Mr. Polk had sent 
a message to Congress, which is dated Dec. 29., the object of which 
was to ask for a bill to create a lieutenant-general, and urge that 
early action should be made by Congress upon the subjects sub- 
mitted for their consideration, as necessary for active and efficient 
service in prosecuting the war, before the present favourable season 
for military operations in the enemy’s country had passed away. 

General Santa Anna was said to have concentrated 37,000 troops 
at San Luis Potosi, and held himself invulnerable at that point, re- 
lying on the strength of Vera Cruz to resist attack, and which must 
be captured before the United States troops could touch him. 
General Taylors army was represented as not being more than 
14,000 effective men. A force of about 1200 occupied: ‘I'ampico, 
and it was said that a body of 3000 Mexicans were encamped at 
Tulla, some 80 miles distant, who meditated an attack. 

Santa Anna had marched eight days of the journey from San Luis 
Potosi to Saltillo. Provisions were getting scarce at San Luis, so 
that he was obliged to send to Chihuahua and Durango for corn. 
On the 8th of December a courier arrived from Mexico, stating that 
a pronunciamento had taken place, and that Herrera had driven 
Almonte from the capital. in consequence of this intelligence, 
General Valencia had been ordered to take seven regiments of 
infantry, and march off to Mexico as quickly as possible. Santa 
Anna would have sent a larger force, but General ‘Taylor was said to 
have left Saltillo on the 15th of December for San Luis, at the head 
of 7000, and wishing to meet the gallant American and his forces, 
he couid (say the New York papers) only spare seven regiments out

THE WEEK. 


On Friday evening last, Lord John Russell brought forward 
his Bill for the immediate remedy of the evils with which Ireland 
is afflicted, and, by the common consent of all parties, carried his 
measures through their various stages on the following Monday. 
The Corn and Navigation Laws are suspended until the Ist of 
September. ‘This date has been fixed with the intention of al- 
lowing the importation of the Russian harvest of the past year 
only. The ports in the Black Sea will begin to open in March, 
and it is computed that by the Ist of July the whole of the grain 
intended for export to this country will have found its way down 
to the coast, and been duly shipped. If any vessels laden with 
corn arrive in our ports from any quarter subsequent to the Ist of 
September, and it shall appear that their arrival has been delayed 
by unexpected and unavoidable circumstances, ministers will be 
at liberty to issue a Treasury order for the admission of their 
cargoes. It is thought, by some of the Free Trade party, that 
the lithitation of the period for the suspension of the Corn Laws 
will be fatal to the objects the Government has in view, and they 
accordingly urge either the extension of the period, or the total 
extinction of those laws. Ministers, however, are justly appre- 
hensive that a longer suspension will be regarded by the Protec- 
tionists as 2 wedge to open the way to ulterior designs. Indeed, 
Sir Howard Douglas has already hinted that such will certainly 
be the view taken by them of any attempt to extend the operation 
of the measure now sanctioned as a temporary necessity. For 
the present, therefore, the Ist of September remains the utmost 
limit. 

After the measures of temporary relief had been duly sanc- 
tioned on Monday, the Marquis of Lansdowne in the House of 
Lords, and the Premier in the House of Commons, severally 
stated the Government plan for a more durable description of 
assistance. These may be thus enumerated :—1. To get rid of 
the present system of presentment, and then take steps to encou- 
rage the employment of the largest possible number of labourers 
by individual proprietors. 2. To lend the proprietors money for 
twenty-two years at three and a-half percent., or in perpetuity at 
six and a-half per cent. 3. To encourage drainage; to lend 
money at four per cent. with this view, and give the proprietors 
who might borrow the advantage of the superintendence of the 
Board of Works. 4. (but this is only a temporary measure,) To 
establish soup kitchens under the control of relief committees. 
5. To purchase waste lands and throw them into large farms. 
6. To aid emigrants actually abroad to get to those places where 
they may expect employment. 7. To assist the Irish fisheries to 
the extent of establishing curing stations all round the southern 
and western coasts. 8. To provide against the destitution of the 
aged and infirm; and 9. To enable landlords to sell a portion 
of their estates in view to the improvement and redemption from 
mortgage of the remaining portion. 

These projects appear to meet with general approbation as far 
as they go, but Lord Stanley and Lord George Bentinck consider 
that Government would confer a much larger measure of pe rma- 
nent good upon Ireland if it advanced money to railway compa- 
nies on good security. Lord Broughan, estimating the expense 
of the proposed relief at fifteen millions sterling, suggests that the 
property tax must be increased, and recommends that it be ex- 
tended to Ireland. 

No business was done in either house on Tuesday or Wednesday, 
except that, in the Commons, Mr. Fielden brought in a bill to limit 
the hours of labour of young persons in the factories to ten hours 
a-day. The first reading passed nem. diss., the opposition threatened 
by Mr. Trelawney being reserved until the second reading. On the 
motion of Mr. Hume, the House assented to the production of the 
minutes of the trustees of the National Gallery respecting the 
cleaning the pictures. 

Mr. W. J. Chaplin has been returned for Salisbury without oppo- 
sition, and there seems to be little likelihood of Lord Robert 
Grosvenor having to contest Middlesex. Mr. Leader has an- 
nounced to the electors of Westminster that he does not intend to 
solicit their suffrages again; Mr. Charles Lushington, therefore, 
offers himself. Mr, Lushington is an ultra. Free trade, general 
education, the ballot, universal suffrage, and non-intervention in 
foreign politics constitute his favourite doctrines, 

The mail from India proclaims perfect tranquillity throughou 
the empire. An attempt had been made by the Sikh vizier, Lall 
Singh, to exclude Goolab Singh, the ruler of Cashmere, from the 
possession of his dominions, but the timely discovery of the 
correspondence in which this nefarious purpose was disclosed 
had for the moment frustrated the scheme. It cannot be doubted,

however, by any one familiar with the intriguing propensities of 
the Sikhs, that as soon as the British troops have fairly with- 
drawn from that part of the Punjaub guaranteed to the maharajah, 
the country will again become the scene of treason and anarchy. 
It is much to be lamented that when the kingdom of Lahore was 
at our feet, we were not in a condition to take full advantage of 
the successes of our arms, and annex the whole of the Punjaub to 
the British dominions in the east. There can be no security for 
continued peace until the Indus becomes our north-west frontier. 

There is nothing of material interest in the foreign papers. The 
French appear rather pleased at the quiet way in which the 
Speech from the British throne treated the Spanish marriages. 
The Opposition, however, are not quite so satisfied with their own 
Government, and intend to accuse M. Guizot of having acted 
wrongly by England in the matter. In the debates of the Depu- 
ties, the war budget is violently disputed. From the Spanish 
papers we gather that the Isturitz ministry had fallen. The 
Prime Minister resigned on being defeated in the choice of a 
president of the council. Sotomayor had been sent for by the 
Queen, but he failed to form a ministry ; and, according to the 
latest mails, received at the time of our going to press, no govern- 
ment had been formed. 

Her Majesty Queen Victoria and her Consort have returned to 
Windsor, where they will remain (Buckingham House being un- 
der repair) until the levees which the “ Gazette” announces will 
commence on the 12th prox.

Winpson.—Her Majesty and the Prince Consort have confined 
their out-door exercise lately to walking in the grounds immediately 
surrounding the Castle. Her Majesty suffered much anxiety on 
Monday in consequence of the delayed arrival of the visitors expected 
to join the royal dinner party that evening, Count Mensdorf, the 
Kari of Aberdeen, and the Lord Sieward, karl Fortescue Count 
Mensdorf, who has just returned from a special mission to the Queen 
of Portugal, had signified his intention of leaving London by the 
four o’clock train of the Great Western Railway that afternoon; and 
one of the royal carriages was sentto the Slough station to meet him; 
but several hours passed and the count did nut arrive. A messenger 
was senito Slough to learn the cause. In a short time he returned 
with a general statement, tha: the fou roclock train had been delayed 
by an accident. This statement naturally occasioned much anxiety; 
and at her Majesty’s request Lord Alfred Paget immediately repaired 
to Slough, and had the good fortune to meet the royal carriage re- 
turning with Count Mensdorf. The count had been delayed by the 
accident alluded to, by which two persons were killed and many others 
seriously hurt, but he himself remained uninjured. It was nearly 
eight o'clock when the count reached the Castle. The Earl of Aber- 
deen and Earl Fortescue had been delayed by the accident in ques- 
tion, but they arrived at the Castle an hour or two earlier. 

According to present arrangements, the Queen and her Roval 
Consort will leave Windsor Castle and proceed to Buckingham 
Palace on Wednesday, the 10th of next month (the anniversary of 
their marriage), preparatory to her Majesty’s first levee of the season, 
announced to take place on Friday, the 12th, at St. James's Palace. 
Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent will proceed to London 
at the same time, and, from the arrangements which have been made 
in the domestic establishments at Frogmore, it is supposed that the 
Royal Duchess contemplates remaining a considerable time in the 
metropolis.

There have been arrivals from the West Indies and the United 
States since our last. The reports of the sugar and coffee crops 
from every West India island, excepting Cuba, are most favour- 
able. It was rumoured that the Governor of Jamaica intended to 
dissolve the Assembly. Sir Charles Grey arrived at Jamaica on 
the 20th December, and on the following day was duly installed 
in office, with much ceremony. 

The intelligence from America is interesting. Mr. President 
Polk does not find Congress at all disposed to countenance his 
war crotchets. The proposal to raise the necessary means for 
carrying on the war against Mexico by a duty on tea and coffee, 
was thrown out by a large majority, 115 voting against 48 of the 
Democratic, or Polk party. Meanwhile the operations of General 
Taylor are suspended, that the effect of a little negotiation may 
be tried. But Santa Anna, though he writes very courteous 
letters, does not appear in the least disposed to entertain the Ame- 
rican general’s proposals. He declares that neither the Mexican 
Congress nor the Mexican people will listen to any overtures of 
peace until the American forces have evacuated their territory. 


PRIVATE BILLS. 

Tue annually increasing business of Parliament has turned the 
attention of all politicians to the period when the state machine 
must absolutely stand still from being overloaded. The appoint- 
ment of a Railway Board has tended in some degree to relieve the 
Legislature; and another Poor Law Commission, of the character 
contemplated by Lord John Russell, may further ease it of its 
superincumbent weight ; but there is still an immense amount of 
business pressing upon its time, which must either be neglected 
altogether, or performed loosely and unsatisfactorily. What then 
is the remedy required? We answer unhesitatingly, local legis- 
latures. The British empire is, in fact, a great federation ex- 
tending over all parts of the earth—why then should it not have 
an Jmperial Parliament in something more than the name, whose 
business should be confined to the concerns of the empire, while 
local assemblies performed those which exclusively concerned the 
several sections thereof? The British Government sanctioned 
the principle of local legislation from the very commencement of 
colonisation ; and though its operation was necessarily suspended 
after the American contest, it has, since been found to work 
efficiently for the interests of the Australian, the West Indian, 
and the Canadian colonies. A similar system might, we think, 
be usefully extended to every town and county in the United 
Kingdom. The only difficulty would be in properly defining and 
circumscribing the powers of the subordinate bodies, and prevent- 
ing them from clashing with each other, and with the interests of 
the whole, by contradictory legislation: but greater difficulties than 
these have been overcome by an intelligent legislature. 

The employment of the Imperial Parliament in passing actsjfor 

watching, lighting, paving, and road making, is like setting an 
elephant to catch mice, or employing a fleet of line of battle ships 
to watch a smuggler. The people of each province surely know 
their own wants best, and could best provide for them had they 
the necessary legislative machinery. The laws of the twenty- 
three or twenty-four states of the American union all differ, some 
in very important matters, yet we do not find that any great 
inconvenience results from those differences. Some there are, 
no doubt, especially affecting commerce; but the constant inter- 
course between all parts of the Union show that even these are 
not of much importance. The local legislatures there do all that 
is required for local purposes, whilst the congress confines its 
attention to business that concerns the whole Union. 
What is there to prevent our taking a leaf out of Jonathan’s 
book in this matter? We are not very friendly to constitution- 
mongering, and are of opinion that the practical is in general of 
more value in politics than the theoretical ; but we cannot see any 
reason why local legislatures of limited powers might not be 
given to every province of the empire. Yorkshire is as full of 
intelligent men as Van Diemen’s Land; Lancasbire can settle a 
paving or turnpike question as well as Sydney or Montreal. The 
Imperial Parliament might retain the power of annulling any 
act of the local assembly which might be injurious to other mem- 
bers of the great Britannic federation; and that duty alone would 
sufficiently interfere with “imperial” matters to occupy the 
House of Commons for a session of eight months at a time. 
Without some such arrangement we feel sure that the work re- 
quired of the House will soon be beyond its powers to perform at 
all. - It now gets through much of its task in so slovenly and in- 
efficient a manner, that it is constantly called upon to consume 
the time of one session in altering and amending the careless 
proceedings of its predecessor,

A part of the dean's plan is 
to build a new churen, close by the cathedral, for a parochial congregation, 
which has from time immemorial assembled within its wails, A local paper sug- 
gests that “‘this would seem a very objectionable measure, for it wouid con- 
sume about 7002. of the money to be subscribed, render the cathedral much less 
useful than it is at present, alienate the good feelings of the people from the 
templein which their fathers jand ancestors worshipped, and present the ridi- 
culous sight of a little modern church by the side of a wagnificent time-honoured 
cathedral.”

THE EXECUTION OF CHARLES THE FIRST. 


Our day of publication is also an anniversary which has in other 
days been solemnised with perhaps as much excess of mourning on 
one side, as of gratulation on the other. The thirtieth of January 
witnessed the strangest event which has ever occurred in English 
history. On that day an anointed sovereign, the representative of 
one of the most illustrious families in the world, himself a man of 
unblemished private character, and endeared to all connected with 
him by the ties of family or friendship, was slaughtered in the face of 
thousands of his subjects by the heads of a military faction, which 
neither then nor at any other time possessed the confidence of the 
nation, Yet the sacrifice was accomplished without popular resist- 
ance, and that day terminated, for a long series of years, the sway of 
a dynasty whose pedigree could be traced for ages. How can such 
apparent contradictions be reconciled ? ; 

In the mean time there were not wanting fiery spirits on both sides 
who seized upon the event of the day as one to be remembered with 
all the extreme of grief and of joy. The royalists humbled them. 
selves before the Almighty, and in their prayers and public addresses 
spoke of the execution of the king as a hideous national crime, To 
this dav our Anglican service for the anniversary is expressive of the 
deepest humiliation, On the other hand, the republicans, exulted in 
the deed ; exit tyrannus, regum ultimus was inscribed upon the 
base of the overturned statue of Charles; and those who mingled a 
grim jocularity with their triumph, instituted a Calf’s Head Ciub, 
which has, perhaps, hardly ceased to exist — which certainly had its 
imitators twenty years ago. : a f 

Perhaps all parties have grown wiser. — I'he day is not so deeply 
kept by the Church party as of old, nor is there any mark of exult- 
ation to be observed in the countenance of the democrat. But kings 
and people have learned a lesson. ‘The unnecessary cruelty which 
added death to the deposition of Charles l. is no more likely to be 
repeated than the unjustifiable treachery by which the misguided 
king rendered it iro possible to bind him by treaties. The value of 
truth and the value of life have both been more nearly ascertained, 
Governors and the governed have also discovered that their strength 
lies in mutual support, and that the extreme sign of weakness is 
quarrelling. The martyt’s body is embalmed, the bones of his exe- 
cutioners have bleached on the gibbet, and the history of both sur- 
vives as a beacon, A king bled, and his family were driven into 
exile and misery because of his tyranny; a nation groaned for years 
under a far heavier and more oppressive yoke, because his children 
had learned to hate the slaughterers of their father. Thus does vio- 
lence ever bring suffering. May the scene which our engraving re-

That the government is active in perO RE what it proposes is 
evident. A fleet is already engaged in conveying provisions to Ire. 
land, The Avenger, steam-frigate 5 the Geyser, steam-sloop; the 
Rattler, steain-sloop; the Emerald and Mercury, tenders; and the 
Lively and Devon, lighters, have airived at Cork, with provisions 
from the English ports, and have been ordered to their respective 
destinations on the lrish coast. The Zephyr, one of the Holyhead 
steam-packets, and the Urgent, Liverpool mail-packet, have been 
ordered to be employed in conveying provisions; the former has 
already arrived at Cork, The Odin, steamn-frigate, has arrived in 
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Woolwich ordinary; and Capt, W. J. Williams, of the Amphion, 
36, steam-frigate, and a portion of the crew of that vessel, is to navi- 
gate the Odin with provisions to Ireland. The Scourge, steam- 
sloop» is now ordered on the same service. 

Measures are also in progress for the establishment of soup kit- 
chens throughout the country. According to a statement of Lord 
Bernard, on Tuesday night, in the House of Commons, no less a 
number than 3000 persons receive gratuitous relief in Skibbereen 
every week; and this is but one of some thirty food depots, which 
had been opened during the last four weeks in the west of Ireland 
alone. In a few days these will be quadrupled. A steamer has been 
especially despatched, with a large supply of boilers for preparing 
soup, which will be distributed throughout the counties where such 
aid is most required. 

_ We can well understand with what feelings of joy the famished 
inhabitants of these districts must behold each fresh arrival of pro- 
visions for their sustenance. They will not, at least, curse us whilst 
they receive our bounty. There must bë some truce to national jea- 
lousy and misguided pr judice, when. they see such ample proof of 
our sympathy and social affection. False prophets may indeed inter- 
rupt or suspend amicable feeling for a time between the inhabitants 
of the two countries; but if the Llri-h can distinguish between bread 
and stone, the experience of the present time must for the future 
enable them to perceive who are Ireland’s best friends, and who her 
most dang. rous enemies. 
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LOSS OF THE SIRIUS STEAM PACKET. 


On Saturday morning, this vessel having made an excellent pas- 
sage from Dublin to the offing of Cork Harbour, struck, in a dense fog, 
on a reef of rocks in Ballycotton Bay, and instantly a scene of con- 
Sternation not to be described prevailed among the passengers. Cap- 
taiti Moffett, the commander, deemed it advisable to back the 
ship off the reef, and by much exertion succeeded in doing so; but 
they were only a very short time clear of the rocks when it became 
evident the vessel would not much longer remain afloat, as she was 
making water fast, and had received serious injuries in her bottom 
and sides. She was accordingly again turned towards the land, and 
very soon after began to strike on a ridge, called Smith’s Rocks, 
about half a mile to the west of Ballycotton, with the certainty of 
going to pieces ina few hours, ‘The total loss of the vessel being 
thus inevitable, the attention of all on board was directed to the pre- 
servation of the crew and passengers, and amidst the confusion and 
alarm that prevailed, the life boat, which is usually carried over the 
paddie-box, was attached to the davits and lowered, though unfor- 
tunately on the wrong side of the ship. This boat, we understand, 
was not equal to accommodate more than eight, but immediately she 
was launched twenty crowded into her, principally deck passengers, 
and before she was well clear of the steamer, melancholy to relate, 
she was swamped, and all in her met a watery grave. Meanwhile 
the steamer continued to thump heavily on the rocks, while the 
screams of alarm from the affrighted passengers, and the heavy surf 
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brenking on her sides and on the deck, rendered the scene one of 
awful dangër and intense anxiety. By the courage and address of 
one man, indeed, the whole of the crew and passengers appear to 
have been indebted for their lives. ‘This man, Archibald Maca- 
meron, Captain of one of the river steamers, and who was fortunately 
on board as a passenger, allowed himself to be lowered into one of 
the small boats, but which was capsized immediately on touching the 
water. He, however, by swimming, leaping, struggling, and buffet- 
ing with the waves, when all on deck thought he was lost, succeeded 
in drawing on to a shelving rock, midway between the ship and land, 
a stout hawser, by which one or two of the sailors descended to him, 
and assisted in receiving the rest of the passengers, who were slung 
ashore by means of this rope and a life buoy. ‘Thus were about 
twenty saved, each remaining as landed on the rock, with the spray 
or waves now and then dashing over us till others followed in a simi- 
lar way, when again, by Captain A. Macameron’s exertions, the 
hawser was made fast to a rock on the main land, and at length, after 
nearly two hours’ suspense, slung safely ashore in the same manner, 
The first commander of the Sirius was Captain Roberts, who was 
afterwards lost in the ill-fated President, alter having completed the 
triumph of steam navigation by crossing the Atlantic twice with the 
Sirius, the first steamer that ever did so, ‘The vessel, it is said, was 
insured for 10,000.. 
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FINE ARTS. 


Fresco Parxtinc.—Among works of fresco executing in Eng- 
land, we hear that Mr. Severn is painting in that manner the interior 
of the splendid hall at. Gatton Paik, near Reigate, the property of 
the Countess of Warwick. » The hall is, we are informed, an exact 
imitation of the Consini Chapel at Rome, and is lined with the richest 
marbles from Italy. The subjects which Mr. Severn is employed to 
paint in the spaces between the marble pilasters are taken from the 
works of Sir Walter Scott. When finished, at the end of the sum- 
mer, it is expected the public will be admitted to view them. 

Prize Paintixnc.—The competition for the premium of 10007., 
offered, some years since, for a picture of “ The Baptism of Christ in 
the Jordan,” under certain conditions us to {design and treatment, 
draws towards its close. It is announced that the pictures must be 
sent in by the last week in March next. 

Terra Corra,—This valuable and efficient material is from 30 to 
50 per cent. less expensive than stone, and more durable than any 
building stone when the proper ingredients are used in mixing it, and 
well burned; for the high degree of heat to which it is subjected 
causes it to become a semi-vitrified substance, and renders it quite 
in\pervious to the weather. Frost or damp has no effect upon it; 
consequently, it retains a sharpness and surface unimpaired by at- 
mospheric changes. The fragments of terra cotta in the British 
Museum, upwards of 2000 years old, will fully bear out this remark, 
It is a material capable of high finish and good reiief, and admirably 
adapted for all kinds of architectural decorations. 

Unexcertionat Art-Un:on.—The Society of Arts are about to 
revive their ancient custom of exhibiting pictures in their great room. 
They propose to make, once in the year, a collection of the works of 
some eminent living painter,—to charge for admission to the exhibi- 
tion,—and to apply the profits to giving a commission for a picture to 
the painter whose works are exhibited, to be presented to the nation, 
so as to fcrm the nucleus of a gallery of British Art. Such a project, 
if properly worked out, would, in time, endow the public with an 
assemblage of the best pictures that English artists can paint, without 
cost,—or rather by the voluntary contributions of the public them- 
selves. The scheme will materially, we should think, extend the 
influence of the Society; and offer a noble annual tribute to genius, 

Bronze Sratur or Lorp Aucktann.—The casting of a large 

ortion of this work took place on Saturday last, at the studio of Mr, 

Veckes, the artist, in Pimlico, in the presence of a select party. ‘lhe 
casting was a perfectly successful one. The statue is the result of a 
subscription for a memorial of his lordship on his retirement from 
the governorship of India, and is designed for erection on the esplanade 
at Calcutta. 
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Court or Equity. — Cuuss v. SOLOMON. — INJUNCTION TO 
Restrain tar Save or Sares in Imitation or Cuuns’s Patent.— 
Mr. Bethell stated that in this case an injunction had been granted 
by the court to restrain the defendant, who was a furniture broker in 
Great Queen Street, Lincoln's Inn Fields, from selling any safes 
manufactured in imitation of those made by the plaintiffs. The 
Messrs. Chubb had found it necessary to apply for injunctions 
against the defendant, as well as other persons, who had sold articles 
purporting to be made according to his patent, in order that the pub- 
lic should not be misled in purchasing at other shops safes which 
have had annexed to them the distinguishing mark of the Messrs, 
Chubb. An action at Jaw was directed, but Mr. Solomon, the de- 
fendant, was now satisfied that the safe he was exposing for sale was 
not Messrs. Chubb’s manufacture, and that he ought not any longer 
to contest the matter; he was therefure willing to submit to the in- 
junction being made absolute. 

Court or Banknuricy.—In re Frepenick Green. — The in- 
solvent, who was described as a dealer in jewellery, horses, and 
carriages, of New Pye Street, Westminster, came up for his interim 


order. He was supported by Mr. Sturgeon and opposed by Mr. 
Hughes. Mr, Hughes said the insolvent was the associate of very 


bad characters. He borrowed 90/, upon a bill from Mr. Isaacs, and 
when it came to maturity it was dishonoured. ‘The insolvent had 
disposed of all his property in the course of a few days, and then 
went to Mr. Isaacs and offered him 10d. for his debt. Isaacs refused 
to accept of it, and brought an action, which Green defended, and 
finding himself worsted petitioned the court. He went to Isaacs on 
one occasion, and said, “So you would net take the 10}, then it 
shall cost you 12/, to put me in prison; then I shall go there and 
live like a gentieman on 5s. a week,” and so saying he shook a bag 
of sovereigns in Isaacs’ face. The insolvent denied Mr. Hughes's 
statement, he offered the 104. as an instalment. ‘The commissioner 
snid it was a gross case; he had seldom heard a much worse one. 
He would not allow him to come up for his final order for six 
months. 

Detay IN SURRENDER. — This day Mr. Lawrence applied to the 
court to grant further time for the bankrupt, Donald Maclean, M. P., 
to surrender. The bankrupt had sent certain books from abroad, 
but as yet they had not reached the court, and notice of the present 
application had been given to the assignees and a creditor who had 
some claim to urge. A creditor said that this was the third or fourth 
application made by the bankrupt to delay the period for surrender, 
on the ground of indisposition, and there was nothing to show but a 
physician's certificate. There ought to be an affidavit. Mr. Maclean 
might keep away for ever. He was absent under very suspicious 
circumstances. As soon as the fiat had been issued, he hod gone off 
to Italy, remaining there ever since, Surely the British consul there 
might send over an attestation as to the health of Mr, Maclean. Mr, 
Commissioner Evans could make no such order, because, on the 
nex. occasion, when he would require aflidavits as to Mr. Maclean's 
heaith, he might be upon his death-bed, The creditor observed that 
there was only 160/, in the official assignee’s hands, and debts to the 
amount of 70,C00/ had been already proved. 

Mippixsex Sessions. —The January adjourned quarter sessions for 
the county of Middlesex commenced on Tuesday morning at Cler- 
kenwell court house, ‘lhe calendar contained the names of ninety 
prisoners for trial, of whom eighty-six were committed for felony, 
and four for misdemeanour, 

_ The grand jury having been sworn, the learned assistant judge in 
his usual forcible manner dwelt at considerable Jength on the state of 
juvenile crime, and alluded to the plan that the committee had sug- 
gested, of compelling the parents of such children to contribute to 
their support while in prison, as far as their means would allow them 
to do. Hut while he spoke of these, he could not help expressing his 
feelings with reference to ancther class of children, who had neither 
friends nor relat ons; there were hundreds such in this great metro- 
polis, who appeared to be totally deserted, left to seek fur shelter in 
arches and pateways, or any place they could obtain a few hours’ 
sleep. Was it not lamentable to witness such evidence of destitution 
and misery as was every day exhibited in this and other courts, at a 
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time when hundreds upon thousands of pounds were being collected 
in the country, and sent for the relief of the Irish, while there was 
little or no notice taken of the unfortunate children to whom he al- 
luded? In the course of the Jast year no less than 530 children 
under the age of 16 years had been prosecuted, and convicted in that 
court; the whole value of the goods stolen by them was about 1502. ; 
the costs of the prosecution of these cases amounted to 450l. ; the 
cost of maintenance, 766l. ; making in all an expense on the county 
of upwards of 1200.. ‘They might for that sum have received a good 
education, and be brought up to habits of industry and honesty, and 
then sent to some free settlement, where they could have obtained an 
honest living. He next alluded to the subject of summary convic- 
tions. As far as individual cases were concerned, the system of 
snmmary conviction might, perhaps, act well; but it was an opinion 
he had formed from long experience, that justice, to be properly ad- 
ministered, must be administered in public. The magistrates were 
heartily sick of summary jurisdiction. The very year preceding the 
establishment of that court, there were no fewer than five hundred 
children summarily convicted before police magistrates, and conse- 
quently totally unknown to the public. ‘Thirty years professional 
practice had taught him to look narrowly into the motives by which 
mankind were actuated, and he was convinced that the administration 
of justice to be pure must be public. The person administering it 
must fearlessly discharge his duty, and not suffer himself to be turned 
aside by any remarks of the public press. Nevertheless the public 
should be aware of the facts, and justice should be administered in 
public, for as the fire was to the metal, so an open court was to the 
dispensation of justice. The assistant-judge then proceeded to de- 
liver the usual instructions to the grand jury, after which they re- 
tired to their duty.. The cases tried were not of any interest. 
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POLICE. 


Westminsten.—Exrtensive Frauns.—On Tuesday, Mary Anne 
Collins, a woman about twenty-five years of age, was finally examined 
before Mr. Broderip, charged with having defrauded a great number 
of tradesmen. ‘The depositions had been taken in no less than five 
cases against the prisoner on the previous examination, and three 
fresh charges were now added to the number, from the whole of 
which it was evident that she had carried on her depredations in vari- 
ous paits of the metropolis for many months past, with great dexterity 
and considerable success. ‘The cases differed but shghtly in the 
mode in which the fraud had been committed. In some of them she 
had, on entering a tradesman’s shop, asked for some trifling article, 
in payment for which she put down a sovereign, and on the change 
being given to her, she pretended to discover that the article was too 
high priced, or otherwise did not suit her, and returned what appeared 
to be the full change, received her sovereign back, and then left the 
shop ; but on counting the change after her departure, it was invari- 
ably discovered that she had contrived to purloin a portion, but so 
dexterously as to disarm suspicion. In other cases she engaged the 
person who was serving her in conversation, aud required so many 
alterations to be made in the coins given in change, which was inva- 
riably either too large or too small, that they became confused, and 
thrown off their guard by the prisoner's plausible manners, supplied 
alleged deficiencies caused by her having adroitly abstracted a por- 
tion of it. Whenever the chances of detection appeared to be very 
considerable, from the circumstance of the tradesman.declaring that 
he was positive he had given her the whole of the change, the missing 
money, by some species of legerdemain. was suddenly found upon 
the counter, and the culprit escaped. ‘The prisoner was committed 
for trial on eight charges. On an application being made for some 
money found upon the prisoner to be given up to her, Mr. Broderip 
refused to make any order, 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Tue Smirnriecp Nuisance. — On Monday a youth named Rad- 
cliffe, while in the act of crossing the carriage-way of the eastern 
extremity of London Bridge, was run against and knocked down by 
a very powerful-looking beast, which had proceeded in advance of 
several others from Smitifield market, In addition to being most 
fearfully trampled upon, the poor youth was very severely gored by 
the infuriated beast, which appeared the more irritated by the screams 
of the foot-passengers witnessing the accident: ultimately, however, 
he was rescued from his perilous position, when it was found that the 
injuries sustained were of such a serious nature that the most 
alarming results are likely to follow. 

Bunctary IN Rscent Srreer. — On Tuesday morning, a most 
daring burglary was committed upon the premises of Hallstaff and 
Hanaford, jewellers and silversmiths, Regent Street. It appears 
that a policeman was going his usual rounds, and on arriving at the 
door of the above house, he as usual gave it a push, and was surprised 
to find it open. A search being made, it appeared that some thieres 
had effected an entrance from the rear of the premises, and by pick- 
ing the locks of two doors, made their way into the shop, from which 
they took property, consisting of gold and silver plate, to the value of 
upwards of 3004. Fifty sovereigns, which were left in the till on the 
previcus night, were fortunately overiooked by the thieves. 

Tux rare Fire ar Arncer’s Founpay.—On Tuesday evening, 
Mr. William Payne held an inquest at Guy’s Hospital, on the body 
of George Riches, fatally injured at the late fire at Messrs. Ainger’s 
iron foundry, Blackfriars. Thomas Haigh, of 1. Anne Street, Wa- 
terloo Road, said that the deceased was a fireman's assistant, and on 
Friday week, about ten o'clock at night, was engaged with witness 
and several other parties in the foundry. A ladle, which had just 
been filled with seventy hundred weight of hot liquid iron, was being 
lifted by a purchase crane, when it turned over, and the metal flowing 
out, a quantity splashed up, and coming in contact with the dome of 
the furnace, it rebounded, and fell over the deceased like a shower, 
setting his clothes on fire. At that time the deceased was about 
twelve feet from the pit. As soon as possible he was got out, and 
conveyed to the hospital. By the coroner: ‘The ladle was suspended 
on two pivots, or axles, and, in order to steady the whole, two handles 
were placed on the opposite sides, which were held by as many men, 
One of the parties had not properly secured his handle, and was in 
the act of adjusting it when the accident occurred, Four men were 
injured, two of whom stiil remain in St. Thomas's Hospital. De- 
ceased died on ‘Tucsday from the effects of the injuries received. 
Verdict, “ Accidental death.” : 

Numerous Firas. — Four serious fires have occurred in different 
parts of the metropolis. The following are the particulars :— 

In Connaucur Terrace, Edgware Road, upon the private pre- 
mises in the occupation of Mrs. Sarah Siiby. The fire, which was 
caused by the copper flue, obtained considerable hold of the board 
timber in the party walls. The firemen had much difficulty in stay- 
ing the progress of the flames, and this was not done till much of the 
woodwork and the walls were removed by cutting away.

INTERESTING TO MEDICAL MEN.

To keep out of debt, and to 
keep up appearances, I am forced to limit my appetites; and I am 
actually as poor aman at present as there is in the town, With the 
aid of this outward show my prospects are brightening, but it is 
sometimes a hard struggle.

his estate was in land, the Statute of Mortmain: will interpose so 
far; but still it is confidently averred that there will be a substantial 
benefit of more than ten thousand pounds for the infirmary. It jg 
remarkable that Mr. Rowles’ landlord, Sir Thos. Apreece, who died 
a short time ago, left the large sum of six thousand pounds a year 
to St. George's Hospital, London. ; , 

THe Huwrertan Oration. — The annual oration in comme- 
moration of the birth of the illustrious Hunter, the founder of the 
Museum, will be delivered this year by Professor Joseph Henry 
Green, the senior surgeon of St. Thomas's Hospital. In conse- 
quence of the 14th of February, the anniversary of Hunter’s birth, 
falling on Sunday, the oration will be delivered on the following 
Monday in the theatre of this institution. Mr. John Painter Viu- 
cent, the oldest member of the court of examiners of the college, of 
which institution he has been twice president, has just resigned his 
appointment of senior surgeon of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 
Prior to doing so, he generously presented the treasurer with the sum 
of 100 guineas to augment the funds of the hospital. 

Tue Mepicat Proression.—Several meetings of the general 
practitioners in medicine resident in the metropolis and its immediate 
neighbourhood have recently been held, the result of which is, that a 
memorial has been addressed to Sir George Grey, on their position 
and prospects. In the memorial the petitioners contend that the 
division of medical practice into distinct departments, as those of 
physic and surgery, presided over by special institutions and repre- 
sented by different individuals, is au arrangement chiefly adapted for 
densely populated and wealthy communities, and generally available 
by the rich only. ‘They regret their anomalous position, having 
neither a head nor home amongst the institutions of the country, 
being uosympathised with by the College of Surgeons, who have 
rendered it totally impracticable for any great proportion of them as 
general practitioners, although possessing its own dip!oma as sur- 
geons, ever to become fellows of the college. The petitioners pray 
for the establishment of a new college, distinct and different from 
either of the existing special institutions, which shall embrace all 
persons possessed of any recognised qualification or license whatever, 
and in actual practice as general practitioners at the time of its found- 
ation, providing at the same time for the education and qualification 
of all its future members. 

Rovan Free Hosritar, Gray's Inn Roan. — On Wednesday 
the 19th annual meeting of the governors of this hospital was held in 
the board-room, ‘Thomas Wakley, Esq., M. P., in the chair.

Tue Use or Sucar 1x Brewerirs.—The following is the result 
of an experiment made as to the relative produce of malt and sugar 
in brewing, ascertained exactly by the saccharometer—140ib, of Ja- 
maica sugar to one quarter of malt. Malt cost 4l. 3s.; sugar, 
2l. 18s. 6d.—1l. 4s. 6d. being the difference in favour of sugar at the 
present price of both articles. ‘The sugar produced about half a 
pound gravity per barrel more than the malt, which was of good 
quality. Malt therefore, to comeinto competition with sugar, ought 
net to be more than 58s. per quarter. At any much higher price the 
use of sugar in brewing is certain; and a most splendid article of ale 
can be made from it, using half sugar half malt.

rt of the Directors to the Proprietors and Assured, at an Extraordinary General 

Meeting, held atthe Society's Office, Great Russell Street, on the 7th January, 1847. 

In accordance with the Provisions of the Deed of Constitution, the Directors have 
called the present Meeting, for the purpose of laying before the Proprietors and the 
pe ee of an investigation of the Society's affairs for the five years ending 

une 30th, 1846. ; 

On that day the Society had been in existence twenty-two years. An investigation of 
its affuirs was made first in 1831 being seven years from the commencement ; a second 
time in 1836 ; and a third time in 1841. The fourth investigation having been just com- 
pleted, the Directors have now the gratification of communicating the result to the 

ceting. 

In order to present a clear view of the progress of the Society, the Directors will pro- 
ceed to exhibit the present amount of its Funds, together with their state at the last 
quinquennial division. 

I. The Society's Income for the year ending with June, 1841, was 97,9001. 
year ending with June, 1846, 116,300. Thus, notwithstanding the many de- 
ductions which are constantly taking place, on account of Policies terminated 
by death or discontinued from other causes, there is an increase in the An- 
nual Income of the Society to the extent of 18,4001. 

IL. The amount of the Property of the Society, accumulated from the excess of re- 
ceipts above payments, was in 1841, 418,9032., and in 1846 has reached 639,7971. 
Under the head of Payments are included considerable sums paid for the 
Purchase of Policies, and also to Annuitants, besides the amount: which has 
become due from deaths and every other demand. 

After deducting the sum required to meet the liabilities of the Society, there 
remaing a surpins of 155,2427. ; while in 1841 the corresponding surplus was 
only 89,4007. 

This mm of 155,2421. has now to be dealt with, being the amount of Profit realised by 
he Society. 3 
In conformity with the provisions of the Deed, one-half of the Profits is to be divided 

among the Assured for Life, and one-sixth part among the Proprietors ; but, in order to 
avoid inconvenient fractions, the Directors have resolved to recommend to this Meeting, 
to divide the sum of 154,500/, ‘This will apportion to the Assured for Life 77,2501.,and to 
the Proprietors 25,7507., leaving one-third of the said Profit, amounting to 51,5007., to be 
laid by and to accumulate asa reserved Fund. 

This Division will give to the Proprietors a Bonus of 5l. 3s. per Share, and to the 
ee a sum of 114,0312., being the equivalent in reversion to the above amount of 

This sum of 114,0317, will be added to the Policies and be payable at the death of the 
respective parties, and will form an addition equal, on an average, to more than 36 per 
Cent. on the Premiums received during the last five years. 

It may be desirable, however, to remind the Assured that they have the option of 
having any one or more of the Bonuses to which they are ehtitled applied in reduction of 
their future payments of Premium. 

For the further information of the Proprietors, it may be mentioned that, by the Deed 
of Constitution, the Proprietor’s Fund is not to accumulate by the addition of Bonuses 
beyond 59,0002. ; all subsequent Bonuses being paid over to the Proprietors. 

The effect of that provision on the present occasion will be, that of the above sum of 
25,7502., 17,0001. will have to be added to the Proprietors’ Fund, which will then have 
reached its limit, and the remaining 87502., being 17, 154 per share, will be ‘paid to the 
Proprietors in cash at the end of March next. 

In estimating the amount of liabilities, it is important to observe that every policy, 
together with all other risks, has been valued separately, and with great care : that there 
has becn no encroachment upon future profits; but that a mode of valuation has been 
adopted whereby a larger sum is retained to meet such claims as may arise than is usual 
with most other offices. This will appear by the following examples :—

p It is clear, then, that the prospects of the policy holders at future divisions are most 
i Mts partly from the unusually large sum retained to meet claims, as shown 
above, and partly from the reserve of so considerable an amountas 51,5007. out of profits 
thus ascertained. 

These fucts, which have operated to a certain extent in the diminution of former bo- 
nuses, will undoubtedly contribute most powerfully to increase the amount of profits to 
be appropriated to the assured at all succeeding divisions. 

Ta eon rmation of this view, the Directors need only remind the assured of the state- 
men made at the division in January, 1842, that the two preceding bonuses had averaged 

2 per cent, on the premiums; that the one then divided averaged 28 per cent., and that 
thefuture bonuses were expected to exceed that amount. 

The most sanguine expectations entertained at that time have been fully realised by 
the amount of the present bonus averaging more than 36 per cent. ; and on precisely the 
same grounds the {| irectors conceive themselves entitled to assert, with additional con- 
fidence, that its further increase from time to time is almost certain. 

The large and increasing amount of the society's business, and the proportionate dimi- 
nution of the expense of management (which ia now only $} percent. on the income), 
must also. be taken into account in the anticipation of future profits,

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IMPROVED MODE OF TREATING THE INSANE, — A 
BALL AT CAMBERWELL HOUSE ASYLUM. 


One of the most remarkable improvements of our time is that 
effected in the treatment of the insane. It is not many years ago 
that the unfortunate victims of mental disease were treated more 
cruelly than criminals. Chains, dark cells, and the lash were the 
ordinary features of the madhouse, and the patients who entered 
such places in a state of temporary insanity, in too many cases be- 
came confirmed maniacs, The progress of enlightenment and of 
medical skill has happily changed these things, and the philan- 
thropist cannot but regard with feelings of gratification those insti- 
tutions in which the law of kindness has superseded the law of harsh- 
ness and coercion. x 

The French were amongst the first to suggest and practise the 
improved mode, and the Middlesex County Asylum at Hanwell has 
gained an European reputation by the benevolent and enlightened 
application of the non-restraint system, But the amelioration has 
not been confined to public institutions, A new private establish. 
ment for pauper patients — the Camberwell House Asylum — dis- 
plays the new and humane mode of treatment in all its humanity 
and effectiveness. A Cote POFATy has reported a ball at this esta- 
blishment, and we feel that an illustration connected with the sub- 
ject will be acceptable to our readers, : 

“ In consequence of the want of room and proper accommodation 
for lunatics in the workhouses of the metropolis, and throughout the 
country generally, the Camberwell House Asylum, standing upon 
ten acres of ground, and tastefully fitted up, was licensed and opened 
about twelve months since, for the reception of pauper lunatics, for 
whom the several parishes pay so much per week for their keep, 
clothing, and medical care. ‘he asylum is built for 300 patients, 
male and female, and there are already 270 within its walls, under 
the care of Mr. J. H. Paul, the resident medical superintendent, and 
Mr. J. F. Reeve, resident surgeon, exclusive of Dr. Dickson, the 
visiting physician, The system of treatment is quite opposed to that 
severe restraint to which lunatics were formerly subjected, and 
which, instead of abating, aggravated, and often confirmed per- 
manently, the fearful malady of its sufferers.

GREEN PEAS FROM HOLLAND. 


A few days back we were surprised to hear that green peas were 
being sold near Temple Bar, at the low price of sixpence a quart, 
At this season jn Covent Garden Market, the same quantity usual] 
commands a price at least more than twenty fold. This was rtf 
ficient to excite our attention, even if numerous correspondents had 
not requested us to supply information and answer queries, all bear» 
ing upon the same subject. ‘The tale of the vendor of these peas was 
fair and plausible enough to the many. Conveyed by steam from 
Holland was a sufficient answer, and curiosity being gratified, each 
astonished querist became an useful advertising yossip, and the sup- 

lies of green peas were soon found to be unequal to the demand. 
Jhen came out the secret, ‘The whole stock, it appeared, consisted 
of a reserve of last summer's crop, which by some ingenious appli- 
cation or pickle had been preseryed ina good looking conaition to 
the present time. We trusi the means adopted for this purpose have 
been perfectly innocent in their character. We have heard other. 
wise, and several purchasers have complained to us of uneasy and 
even dangerous symptoms having supervened upon a hearty meal of 
these vegetables, a very Flemish account indeed being ‘given of 
their evil effects. Whether the disturbance in the system was owiny 
to the unseasonable and perhaps excessive indulgence in so rare a 
delicacy, or to what some of the sufferers have not hesitated to 
ascribe it to verdigris, which they say has been used to give the bright 
green colour to the peas, we cannot say, but certainly we recom- 
mend in future a more satisfactory guarantee than the vendor's 
word for the pure and legitimate character oi such eariy supplied and 
very tempiing viands,

Harweit Lunatic Asytum.—The report of the visiting justices 
of the Hanwell Asylum was read at the meeting of the Middlesex 
magistrates on Thursday, the 21st inst, Attached to this report was 
a paper, furnished by Dr, Conolly, the visiting physician. From its 
contents it appeared, that by far the larger propurtion of the patients 
who were at present jn the asylum, came under the class of “ incur- 
able patients ;’ and that, notwithstanding that lamentable fact, he had 
the pleasure of stating that seven years had now been completed, 
during which no injurious nor forcible system of controlling and 
treating the patients had been had recourse to. ‘The number of cases 
where insanity had existed for twelve months only, which were in the 
asylum, was but twenty. five; and if the term of © recent” cases were 
to be confined to those patients in whom disease had manifested 
itself for six months only, then it would be found that there were 
not more than nine cases, The paper then proceeded to announce 
that Dr. Conolly intended to deliver another gratuitous course 
of clinical lectures to a limited number of pupils from the public 
hospitals,

‘DESCRIPTION OF ROBINSON'S ETHER INHALER. 


lt would appear that five requisites are necessary in the construc- 
tion of an apparatus to be employed for the inhalation of the vapour 
of ether, viz. : — 1st. The air taken into the lungs should be ex- 
clusively that which has passed through the vessel of ether. 2d. The 
pad or cup to be held over the mouth should be extremely flexible, so 
as to be adapted to the various contours, to prevent the patient from 
breathing the free atmosphere. 3d. The expired air from the lungs 
should escape with the most perfect freedom, 4th. The stop-cock is 
either employed to regulate the volume of vapour at the commence- 
ment of the inhalation in certain cases, or to cut off the access of 
ether to the mouth in cases of protracted operations, 5th. The nasal 
spring is for compressing the nostrils during inhalation. The fol- 
lowing explanation of the diagram will distinctly show that in the 
construction of this apparatus the inventor has taken care that these 
important requisites have been effeeted. And it is but justice to 
Mr. Robinson, the inventor, to state at present his apparatus has not 
been equalled. 

A and B are two glass vessels, each containing pieces of sponge 
cut in a triangular form, so as to present a greater number of 
surfaces for the evaporation of the ether. 

C is a glass cap, within which is D, a glass stopper ground to the 
neck of B, and by removing which the vessels are supplied with the 
ether. In the centre of D is a very small glass stopper, which is re- 
moved when the patient commences the inhalation so as to allow the 
current of atmosphere to pass into the vessels containing the ether 
and sponge. 

`, a ferrel of wood, into which an elastic tube is fastened, and at- 
tached to the neck of the lower vessel, 

G, pad for covering the mouth. 

H, a horizontal valve with a perpendicular action, which opens on 
exhalation, 

I, In this joint is suspended a perpendicular valve, 
on the slightest attempt to inhale, 
exhaling. 

J, a stopcock for regulating the vapour, or for cutting it off. 

K, the end of the elastic tube fastened to the mouth-piece con- 
taining the valves.

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| Duration or Homan Lirt.—During the thirty years of peace 
| which have prevailed in Europe, there has been a considerable im- 
provement in the condition of the populations of various countries, 
and each government has regularly published documents on the ac- 
tual state of its subjects. We learn from these, that in England, 
Belgium, Prussia, Sweden, Denmark, and France, nearly one half 
of the individuals who are born attain the age of thirty years. About 
one half of the survivors die before reaching the age of sixty. Thirty- 
seven per cent. reach seventy, and eleven per cent. eighty years. 
Isolated instances only are met with at a more advanced age. Ac- 
cording to M. Chateauneuf, the term of human life is ninety years. 
In some countries life is protracted beyond this period; but this 
tendency to longevity does not appear to be peculiar to any nation, 
as it is found to exist equally among all. One well known opinion 
has been confirmed by these statistical researches, namely, that, in 
all European countries, the duration of life is greater among females 
than among males, —Journal de Medicine et de Chirurgie Pratique. 

ELezcrriciry or Gun Corron. — A correspondent in the * Daily 
News” states gun cotton is electrically excitable by friction in an 
eminent degree. Having prepared several pieces, which I had kept 
in the form of a thin web or sheet, during the whole operation (as 
that ensures a superior quality), I was fraying out the more close 
portions of a piece about six inches square, previous to completely 
drying it, when I found it ‘became highly electric, After drying 
this before the fire for some minutes, 1 found its electric condition 
had ratherincreased. On attempting to lay it flat upon another pre- 
pared web on the table, it rose spontaneously, and actually floated, 
by repulsion, at a height of three clear inches above it, It remained 
in this state for many minutes, and on being occasionally pressed 
down upon the piece below, the electric discharges were quite au- 
dible. Lest these phenomena should be due to other circumstances 
than the cotton itself, ] treated a similar piece of unprepared cotton 
in precisely the same manner, but could observe no particular elec- 
tric manifestations, It is excited to an extraordinary degree by fric- 
tion with glass or shellac, but more so, apparently, by the skin of the 
hand. This quality may possibly be turned to account. 

Nortincuamsuire.—The electric telegraph from Peterborough to 
Stamford was completed on Tuesday last; thus opening for the first 
time telegraphic communication between London and the borders of 
Lincolnshire. 
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
